Overseas Agencies Get 
67% of Welfare Fund’s 
$178,100 *44 Allocations 


Overseas relief and rehabilitation will receive $119,150 or 67 per 
cent of the $178,100 budget of the Jewish Welfare Fund according to 


1944 allocations announced this week by the Board of Directors of the . 


Fund. Of the sum the United Jewish Appeal will receive $105,000, 
Hadassah and Youth Aliyah $7,500 and the balance has beeti budgeted 
among a number of agencies in this category including the HIAS, the 
ORT, the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, the National Jewish Labor 


Committee and other Palestine agencies. 


In the local division, the Jewish Educational Association will receive 
$15,000 of the $19,550 allotted for local beneficiaries with $4000 going 


to the Public Relations Council. 


It is interesting to note that present favorable economic conditions 
have practically eliminated the need for assistance to refugees. Service 
to local refugees has required only $50 and the State service $250. 


Administration costs were less than four cents per dollar.

May See FDR 
On Palestine 
Resolution

WASHINGTON — With the 


House Foreign Affairs Committee 
scheduled to start private hearings 
on the Palestine Resolution, it was 
indicated in Jewish circles here that 
the fate of the resolution now de- 
pends largely on the attitude of 
the State Department or War De- 
partment which may ask for a 
postponement on alleged “mili- 
ary grounds.” 


The situation is somewhat sim- 
ilar to that which existed about a 
year ago in connection with the 
restoration of the Cremieux Decree, 
which was also held up on sim- 
ilar grounds, Zionist leaders said. 
They emphasized that if a veto is 
interposed now by one of the gov- 
ernment departments, the question 
may be put up to President Roose- 
velt. It is understood that the 
State Department was consulted 
both by Zionists and congressional 
leaders before the Palestine Reso- 
lution was introduced and that no 
opposition had been expressed. 
About three-quarters of the mem- 
bers of the Foteign Affairs Com- 
mittee favor the resolution and it 
is assured an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the House if the commit- 
tee acts upon it favorably, it was 
emphasized.

The father of two boys, Mr. 
Sutin is a practicing attorney, 
and at one time, was assistant city 
attorney here. His wife, Eloise, is 
well-known throughout the Middle 
West, where she often has ac- 
companied her husband on speak- 
ing engagements. Mr. Sutin is 
thirty-five years old. 


In addition to the District presi- 
dency, Mr. Sutin is a member of 
the Central Administrative Coun- 
cil of B’nai B’rith. His other ac- 
tivities include the past presidency 
of the local Welfare Fund and the 
local Zionist District. He was 
vice president of Temple Israel, 
where he has often occupied the 
pulpit in Rabbi Taxay’s absence.

Three More Bombings 


In Palestine Terrorism

JERUSALEM—tThe current out- 


break of terror, which began three 
weeks ago with the bombing’ of 
three Palestine government immi- 
gration offices, continued this 
week with bombs exploding in a 
government office here, in a bank 
in Tel Aviv and in police car's in 
Haifa. 

Early Sunday morning a blast 
destroyed a section of the local 
offices of the income tax depart- 
ment. The full extent of the dam- 
age has not yet been ascertained. 
The previous night two time- 
bombs exploded on the premises 
of the Ashrai Bank in Tel Aviv, 
which is located in a_ building 
housing the offices of the govern- 
ment tax department and_ the 
Jewish Agency.

Welfare Fund Should Reconsider Action 


[" IS inconceivable that the Jewish Welfare Fund 

would have refused an allocation to the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference, knowing the faith that 
so large a part of our community has in this 
attempt to bring some kind of order into Amer- 
ican Jewish organization life, yet that is exactly 
the action taken by the board of the Fund last 
week. 

Despite its many faults and the muddling of 
the present leadership and these have not been 
overlooked in editorials in this paper, the Con- 
ference still holds the one best hope for some 
sort of relief from the present chaos in U. S. 
Jewry. 

The board’s action says in so many words that 
the Conference is of no concern to the Indianap- 
olis Jewish Community as an organized com- 
munity. It may die for want of financial support. 
The good it has already achieved (the War Refu- 
gee Board for one thing), the hope for good in 


its attempt to give democratic basis to American 
Jewish leadership, all these are of no moment 
to the board. 

But the board is not a self-constituted body 
with responsibility only to itself. The only ques- 
tion it should have attempted to answer when a 
request for an allocation was made should have 
been this: “Does Indianapolis Jewry want to see 
the Conference continue, and does it believe that 
the Conference will achieve the ends for which 
it was convoked?” 

At last seventy-five per cent of the city’s adult 
Jews would answer in the affirmative. 

Undoubtedly bodies like the local Zionist 
groups, the B’nai B’rith and others will join in 
some kind of protest. The Fund owes it to its 
many years of real service of Indianapolis Jewry 
to reconsider its recent action, and grant the 
Conference at least the $1100 asked from the In- 
dianapolis Jewish community. 


How It Stands 


= HOW far apart is the thinking of men 

like Rabbi H. J. Schachtel, of Beth Israel 
Temple, Houston, and even the American Council 
for Judaism, is shown in an editorial in the 
Temple News, of Beth Israel for February. One 
sentence, which is not out of context, reads as 
follows: “Palestine is the haven in which the 
harassed Jews of Europe can find temporary 
asylum until they can be rehabilitated after the 
war.” Now read that sentence over, just so 
you'll get its full meaning. 

If you’ve ever tried to explain to an Orthodox 
Jew the opposition of any Jew to Palestine as 
the Jewish National Homeland, then you'll really 
get the picture of the great distance between the 
Zionists on the one hand, and the anti and non- 
Zionists on the other. But The Post doesn’t be- 
lieve that even Lessing Rosenwald would sub- 
scribe to a position as extreme as Rabbi 
Schachtel’s. 

Then too, it is a mistake to believe that the 
basic principles of Rabbi Schachtel’s Congrega- 
tion have not elicited a great deal of support. 


The Post doesn’t believe Rabbi Schachtel would 
have been able to go ahead against the spiritual 
bombardment from all sides, were it not for the 


fact that a good many rabbis and congregations 
have privately encouraged him. That is why The 
Post wonders when a writer for one of the syn- 
dicates comes out with what he thinks is a great 
secret—that Rabbi William H. Fineshriber of 
Philadelphia approves of the basic principles. 

While on this subject, The Post would like to 
make another observation. The Post has re- 
marked from time to time when rabbis have 
selected as sermons subjects running along the 
lines of a possible schism in the Reform move- 
ment in the United States. But The Post never 
really believed that such was in prospect. Yet 
here is a quotation from Rabbi Morris Lazaron’s 
annual message delivered last month: “It is 
equally sound, I believe, for the congregation to 
reject any effort made by national bodies to com- 
mit it to a partisan position or to leave its neu- 
trality in doubt or question. I mention these 
things because it is not impossible that the rela- 
tion of the Congregation to the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations may come under dis- 
cussion in the near future. A congregation is a 
body of men and women who have associated 
themselves voluntarily to maintain an institution 
which expresses their interpretation of Reform 
Judaism.” 


The Clausus System in Our Universities 


N Rabbi G. George Fox’s column, “From the 

Watch Tower,” in The Sentinel, of Chicago, 
there has been going on a discussion on a prob- 
lem which it seems to this paper, warrants at- 
tention from the civic defense agencies. It is in 
connection with the clausus in our institutions of 
higher learning. Under this “clausus” system, 
which is a European innovation, Jews in any 
school at one given time, never exceed a certain 
set per cent of the student body. 

This is not the social discrimination wherein a 
Jew is blackballed from an exclusive club. This 
is serivus, and too, it is practiced almost univer- 
sally, and especially in the professional schools. 

At Pittsburgh the sentiment of Jewish leaders 
as expressed in the fight against anti-Semitic 
attacks such as in Boston and New York, was 
unmistakably to attack the virus from every con- 
ceivable angle and to refuse to accept second 
class citizenship, The same fight with the same 
vigor and the same clear purpose should be made 
against the “clausus” system. 

The University of North Carolina several years 
back saw its president Frank Graham dismiss 
the head of the Medical Department, who admit- 
ted to this practice, explaining that he was caught 
in a vicious system from which there was no es- 
cape. 

Below is the quotation from Rabbi Fox’s col- 
unin, which needs no further comment: 

“Some months ago we commented upon the 
un-Americanism of Stephens College, a girls’ 
school which has a strict quota for Jewish stu- 
dents. We stated that the attitude was undemo- 


cratic and unsocial, and that it encouraged anti- 
Semitism and restriction of a bad character. 
Some eight Jewish girls in and around Chicago, 
studerits of Stephens, came back at us with a 
letter of protest informing us that we were 
wrong, unjust and misinformed. There was no 
prejudice at Stephens and no quota. One of 
these girls even said that if there were, it was 
the fault of a Jewish student who refused to do 
some insignificant thing. 

“Within the last two weeks, two girls of fine 
and outstanding Jewish families were refused at 
Stephens because of the fact that their ‘Jewish 
quota’ was filled. In one case, the refusal was 
embarrassing even to its Chicago representative, 
who after visiting the family and congratulating 
the mother upon her daughter’s registering at 
Stephens, turned very red and apologetic when 
the mother happened, just by the merest chance, 
to ask whether there would be any objection to 
the fact that the young lady was of Jewish par- 
entage. 

“The representative did not think that the 
name was ‘Jewish’ and therefore assumed that 
the family was not. But he did apologize for 
not being able to accept the candidate.

LEWIS SUTIN ANSWERS MILLER; 
EXPLAINS LODGE POSITION 


To the Editor: 

Brother Simon Miller of In- 
diana Harbor has addressed an 
open letter to me in answer to my 
February Letter to Lodge Presi- 
dents on controversial issues in 
Jewish life. As president of this 
district, I am not at liberty to ex- 
press my opinions in an open pub- 
lic discussion on B'nai B'rith 
policy. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that I disagree with 
some of the national policies of 
Bnai B'rith formulated by the 
Executive Committee of the Order. 
But my disagreement will continue 
to be expressed only in that body 
in which I am a minority. 

I assume this position for the 
same reason that I protested the 
withdrawal of the American Jew- 
ish Committee from the Conference, 
I do not condemn the American 
Jewish Committee or the American 
Council for Judaism for their 
points of view. They are entitled 
to their opinions. All of us have 
a solemn duty to respect them and 
to give them every opportunity of 
expression. They have a right to 
take their case to the Jewish peo- 
ple of America, to try and convert 
them, to win over delegates to the 
next conference, and to intensely 
fight for their position as do the 
Zionist groups. They should use 
all of their influence, argument 
and persuasiveness in the Confer- 
ence to try and win over the 
majority. But here, their activity 
must cease. Once the Conference 
has adopted a program or policy, 
no Jewish organization has the 
moral right to fight that program 
or policy at the moment of its im- 
plementation before the public 
opinion of the country. 

Brother Miller, I stand in rela- 
tion to the B’nai B’rith as the 
American Jewish Committee does 
to the Conference—a minority. I 
think it improper for me to break 
away from the governing body of 
B’nai B’rith and take my case to 
the general Jewish community; I 
shall continue to press my points 
of view but only within the con- 
fines of B’nai B’rith. That is why 
I asked the lodges this month to 
use the lodge meeting as the forum 
for the discussion of B’nai B’rith 
policy as well as other Jewish 
matters. One great weakness to- 
day is that the average Jew has 
no reading or speaking acquaint- 
ance with Jewish problems. Until 
our membership has this knowl- 
edge, it would be futile to take a 
plebiscite. 

We must not forget, Brother 
Miller, that the B’nai B’rith occu- 
pies a unique place in American 
Jewish life. It is the only place 
where divergent points of view can 
Meet in peace. But these views 
must not rest in peace. They must 
find expression for purposes of 
education. When opinions have 
been formed then I urge the lodges 
to memorialize the District and 
Supreme Lodges so that the policy 
of B’nai B’rith will represent the 
feeling of its membership. This 
is the only way to formulate a uni- 
form national policy. If B’nai 
Brith lodges and its members 
Present divergent views to the 
general Jewish community, it will 
Cause confusion. People will be- 
gin to ask, “Where does the B’nai

B’rith stand?” You suggest this 
method, but the public press is 
not the proper forum. 

Now permit me to correct an 
erroneous impression that your 
letter created. Henry Monsky did 
NOT express the official policy of 
B’nai B’rith at the American Jew- 
ish Conference. He expressed his 
personal opinions. The official 
policy of B’nai B’rith was express- 
ed by its executive committe re- 
cently in Washington, D. C., where 
it was resolved that B’nai B’rith 
continue its full participation in 
the Conference. It did not resolve 
for or against the Jewish common- 
wealth or the American Council 
for Judaism or the withdrawal of 
the American Jewish Committee. 
I earnestly dissented from my 
brethren, but I respect discipline, 
and I ask the same of other per- 
sons and organizations. The fail- 
ure to respect discipline is the 
cause of anarchy in American 
Jewish life. 

This is not to say that I agree 
or disagree with your opinions on 
the relationship of B’nai B’rith to 
the ugly scene in Jewish affairs. 
It is only that I do not believe the 
press is the proper forum to de- 
velop B’nai B'rith policy. It 1s 
the proper place to formulate 
policy of the American Jewish 
Conference because that body 
represents all of Jewish opinion 
I trust that you and all other 
Jews in Indiana will continue to 
use the press as a means of ex- 
pression. It is a wholesome ac- 
tivity. It will help to awaken the 
dormant and sleepy among us.

Donor Luncheon Aims Stated; 
20,000 Children to Benefit 
To the Editor: 

We would like to tell readers of 
the Post something about the proj- 
ects for which Hadassah raises 
funds at the annuai' Donor 
luncheon to be held this year on 
March 22 at the Claypool Hotel. 

The proceeds are divided be- 
tween the Hadassah Medical Or- 
ganization and Youth Aliyah. The 
latter organization takes children 
and youths from Nazi occupied 
lands in Europe where they face 
starvation and death in concentra- 
tion camps and brings them to 
Palestine. Once safely in Pales- 
tine, the young people are given 
places in colonies, medical care 
and good food to repair the dam- 
age done by the last few years of 
war and mistreatment and then 
they are taught skills and trades 
so that they may take their place 
as useful, needed and happy mem- 
bers of a welcoming community. 

Great Britain has given Hadas- 
sah 20,000 visas to transport those 
children but only those whose sup- 
port we can guarantee may use 
the visas. It costs $360 to estab- 
lish one child. At present Hadas- 
sah can move 2,000 children a year 
into Palestine. The rest must 
wait in Europe until more money 
is forthcoming. 

Americans know they do not 
have to be told that pills and band- 
ages, anti-toxin and X-ray tubes, 
blood banks and hospital beds are 


as necessary as bullets to beat the 
enemy. 

That is why Hadassah which 
conducts a nation-wide network of 
health institutions in Palestine, 
gets shipping space each month 
free of charge to send tons. of 
drugs, medical equipment and 
hospital supplies to the people of 
Palestine. 

Hadassah has conducted a coun- 
try-wide program of hospitaliza- 
tion, child-welfare, public health, 
school luncheons, recreation, and 
related services in Palestine. Since 
the war, it has worked in close 
co-operation with the allied medi- 
cal authorities in Palestine, turn- 
ing, over hospital facilities, sup- 
plies and research results, particu- 
larly in the fields of typhus pre- 
vention, malaria control and wound 
healing. The discoveries made in 
the Hadassah medical center are 
regularly communicated to the 
United Nations medical authori- 
ties in Palestine and on every 
other war front. 

Hadassah’s medical organization 
is helping to hold the line for the 
Allies in the Middle East. 

The Donor luncheon campaign 
to raise funds for these two proj- 
ects is on now. 

We hope that a fuller under- 
standing of Hadassah’s work will 
make Indianapolis co-operate to 
and even fuller extent than in pre- 
vious years,

Jewish soldiers, he declared, are greatly inter- 
ested in the plight of the Jewish refugees in 
Europe and in the situation in Palestine. 

Even in the most remote places he visited, 
where there were hardly enough Jews to con- 
stitute a community, individual Jewish families 
prformed superhuman feats in entertaining Jew-

ish troops, Rabbi Brickner stated. In the coun- 
tries of the Caribbean and in India, for example, 
Jewish families -made special efforts to receive 
Jewish soldiers in their homes where they were 
“wined and dined.” In Palestine, where he spent 
some time, Dr. Brickner saw the large modern 
service clubs which the Jewish community has 
provided for Allied soldiers of all faiths and na- 
tions. American soldiers stationed in the Middle 
East, he said, look upon Palestine as an “oasis 
of western life” in the midst of unfamiliar living 
conditions and customs. 
Urges Rabbinical Missionaries 

During his tour Dr. Brickner had occasion to 
visit what he described as the “negelcted Jewish 
communities” in sections of India, Iran and North 
Africa. These Jews live amidst filth and squalor, 
revealed, with little if any contact with other 
Jews. He urged that young Jewish rabbis from 
America and Britain go into these communities 
as “missionaries” to raise the standards of living 
and to make modern education and cultural facili- 
ties available.

History Repeats Itself as Great Drama Retold 














The weekly Washington report in the Wall Street Journal contained 
an item last Friday, to the effect that the British cabinet might shortly 
be reorganized and General Smuts replace Churchill, because Smuts 
would be “more diplomatic with Russia.” 

“The British generally feel they’ll have to maneuvre adeptly or all 
Europe will be communized,” the item concluded. 

It is not the rumor on which I wish to comment. The Wall Street 
Journal offers it merely as that. It is the idea that Communism in 
Europe can be averted by “adept maneuvres.” Adept maneuvres wou!d 
replace fascist governments with pro-Anglo American royalist govern- 
ments of eighteenth century lineage, wedded by nineteenth century 
economic ideas. That would mean taking a step back from fascism 
instead of a step forward from it. It was from the collapse of nine- 
teenth century economics that Fascism arose, 

There are signs that in western Europe the Anglo-American powers 
hope to make a Metternich-Holy Alliance peace. 

But such maneuvres fail to face realty. Fascism and Communism 
are attempted responses to that reality, which Ortega Y. Gasset called 
“the revolt of the masses.” The American social philosopher Henry 
George foresaw it in the middle of the nineteenth century. It is the 
result of modern industrialism which has turned former private owners 
—yeoman farmers or small business men—into wage and salary work- 
ers, whose entire existence depends upon the uninterrupted functioning 
of the productive system. This productive system, thought it has 
created the greatest wealth the world has ever seen, has periodically 
broken down, destituting millions. This fact—and not the propaganda 
of radicals—has brought it into question. It is to this fact that a 
modern economy must find an answer. And if it doesn’t, no amount 
of “adept maneuvring” will prevent Communism from triumphing, 
on defeated fascism. 

This is recognized by the thoughtful. So conservative a man as 
Geoffrey Crowther, editor of the London Economist, writes in the 
current issue of “Foreign Affairs.” 

“At this stage of the last war, friend and foe alike knew the gen- 
eral principles of the world order that would follow an allied victory 

. self-determined, independent states, linked together by a League 
of Nations. ... The normal pattern for states—a two chamber legis- 
lature elected by universal suffrage, a responsible executive, an inde- 
pendent judiciary, and civil liberties. ... 

“Commercial policy would permit only moderate protective tariffs. ... 
financial relationships would be regulated by the gold standard... . 
Internally every state would be dedicated to the principles of free in- 
dividual enterprise, with a minimum of state interference.” 

Mr. Crowther does not himself believe that these nineteenth century 
principles will fit the needs of the twentieth. The League broke down 
for inherent reasons. Now being discussed is a true international 
police force, or a continuance into peace of the Four Power Alliance. 
And our economic principles are just as much in question, 

“Most Englishmen,” he writes, “have serious doubts whether private 
enterprise can any longer be regarded as the sole or even the principle 
determinant of economic activity.” And he concludes, “ I would not 
admit that either representative government or free capitalism was 
dead. But even in our domestic affairs, it seems to me to be difficult 
to affirm that they are still the sole or the dominant principles. As 
articles for export they are even more doubtful. . . . The twentieth 
century is not simply an extension of the nineteenth. The problems of 
the post-war world will not be those of the nineteenth century. In 
many respects they will be directly opposite—eg. the pressure to create 
maximum employment rather than maximum income; the need to curb 
the freedom of nation-states, rather than to create them.” 

Now if Communism moves into all of Europe—despite adept ma- 
neuvrings—it will be only because we have failed to offer solutions 
for these problems and especially for the total use of men and mate- 
rials, inside the framework of political and civil freedom. That is the 
solution the world is waiting for. The nation that first finds it for itself 
will become the model for the whole of western civilization. And it 
may become the model-for the New Asia. China’s Chaing Kai-Shek has 
announced that he intends to model the New China on the theories of 
Henry George—the neglected American. 

Whatever is growing in Europe is growing by itself. This war has 
been in itself a revolution destroying past values. In the competi- 
tion for the greatest influence in the new Europe, everything depenas 
on who has the more constructive pattern to offer. And, as Mr. Crow- 
ther points out, the Way of Life of 1929 will find no takers. 

The energy with which I attacked Governor Bricker’s speech was 
animated by this knowledge of the temper and direction of the world 
as a whole. 

To try to answer this reality with “adept maneuvrs” will bring on 
just the opposite of the result intended.

When the Constitution, at the 


founding of this Union, was up 
for ratification before the Massa- 
chusetts state convention, a 
strong protest against it was 
voiced by a clergyman, who was 
a delegate to the convention, on 
the score that the new Consti- 
tution couldn’t be much good, 
since it didn’t mention God. 

Another delegate, a lawyer, 
replied to the reverend brother 
that there was a book of the 
Bible which didn’t mention God. 

The clergyman retorted that 
he wou'd vote for approval of 
the Constitution, if the lawyer 
could show him one book of the 
Bible which didn’t mention God. 

“The Book of Esther,” said the 
lawyer. The clergyman went 
home and scoured his Bible— 
and that is how Constitutional 
ratification got one more vote.

The Book of Esther has had 
to face this criticism of being 
Godless, and many others. Its 
inclusion in the Canon was con- 
tested. The so called Higher 
Criticism has been particularly 
severe with it. Yet in proportion 
to the criticism to which it has 
been subjected, it has been ex- 
alted. Even after the Messiah 
comes and the regulations of 
the Mosaic Code are done away 
with, Purim will still be cele- 
brated, our sages said. The 
children would continue their 
ear-shattering noises, the old 
and the young would exchange 
gifts and Jews would continue 
to smack their lips over haman- 
atschen. 

These opinions are not acci- 
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dents. They spring from the 
fact that Purim has a very real- 
istic significance to us as it has 
had to all the generations of 
Jews who have preceded us. The 
Megillah does not mention God, 
but no book of the Bible is so 
saturated with Man. The Meg- 
illah has the quality of your 
daily newspaper. Between 
“Haman Plans the Extermina- 
tion of the Jewish People” and 
“Hitler Plans the Extermination 
of the Jewish People,” there are 
only a few letters difference. 

If you look up the legends of 
the rabbis, you note many other 
resemblances. Haman, they tell 
us, was originally a barber, 
whereas Hitler, as a _ painter, 
was a barber. Haman like Hit- 
ler, doted on astrology. The 
word Purim comes from the 
word “Lots.” Haman threw lots 
to decide the most propitious 
date for the extermination of 
the Jews. 

The similarity of these inci- 
dentals can be stretched, but 


they are after all of little con- 
sequence. It is the similarity 
of the general picture that is 
important. At the time, it is 
plain the situation of the Jews 
in Persia was not unlike that in 
many countries today and before 
the war. Mordecai tells Esther, 
when she, so to speak, enters the 
contest which is“to determine 
who is to be chosen Miss Persia, 
the woman beautiful enough to 
be the Queen, that she must not 
mention her race. The Persian 
Jews, too, apparently carried on 
the same species of protective 
coloration as our Jews of today. 
The name Esther is not Jewish. 
It is Persian—Ishtar meaning 
star.

Again, what is the charge 
made by Haman against the 
Jews? It is that they have their 
own laws and do not obey the 
laws of the Kingdom. Yet the 
fact is that it was Mordecai,

Speaks On 


For Gentiles

HE CHICAGO SUN reports the arising of a 
Chicago champion who for sums up to $100 
promises to protect Gentiles from Jews. He has 
an organization through which protection will be 
provided to all contributing Gentiles. 

Presumably a Gentile who pays only $1 can’t 
expect to get as much protection as a $100 Gen- 
tile. Then there are the considerable number of 
Gentiles who will prefer to spend $100 for War 
Bonds, and are these people to stand naked and 
unprotected ? 

To say nothing of Gentiles who are Chris- 
tians and who in the Christian spirit may refuse 
to have anything to do with any organization 
that may give offense to a group of the popula- 
tion. There will be no protection for them either. 

It all looks quite discriminatory to me. I spoke 
to Mr.\ Zilch about this. Mr. Zilch is a Gentile 
who is constantly on the alert against the aggres- 
sions of special privilege. 

“Yeah,” he said, “them that has gets. Where 
does that leave me? Me that has a hard time 
getting along—the way they take it out of your 
wages even before you get a look at your pay 
check. What am I to do when I ain’t got no 
$100 to pay for protection? Poor guys like me 
are just left out in the cold, I guess.” 

“Mr. Zilch, ”I said, “we’ll have to do something 
about this.” 

Mr. Zilch knows me from old as a journalistic 
friend of the common man who is always ready 
to be of help to him. He was quite sure I would 
think of something to give a break to those who 
aren’t $100 Gentiles. 

Indeed, the matter has been revolving in my 
mind even before I spoke to Mr. Zilch. I have 
been sorry on account of the unhappy plight of 
some of the Gentiles. The way they suffer from 
not being Christians! The way their poor un- 
Christian hearts practically are consumed by hate 
and malice. The way their poor minds are in- 
fested by falsehood, like maggots. 

Yes, I should be doing something for these 
Gentiles to protect them from their own in- 
firmities. 

The protective movement of the Chicago cham- 
pion gave me an idea to that end. It resolved 
all my difficulties. I could start an organization 
as simply as he did: You rent a desk, have sta- 
tionery printed, elect yourself executive secretary 
—-and an organizaton is born. 

Since I already have a desk and since I already 
have a press that prints my stuff every week, in 
lieu of stationery, it was only a matter of elect- 
ing myself executive secretary which I have done. 

I am, indeed, henceforth, the executive secre- 
tary of the Association to Protect Gentiiles from 
Themselves. My organization is open free to all 
un-Christian Gentiles and provides no salary for 
me. 

My idea is that Gentiles are troubled enough 
with the financial burden that a war puts on 
citizens—withholding tax, victory tax, War Bond 
savings, War Chests, all that . . . and why would 
I make it any harder for a Gentile to protect 
him from himself by charging him for it? No! 


I’il let him in for nothing. He may keep his $100 
for the next War Bond drive. 

The purpose of the Association to Protect Gen- 
tiles from themselves is frankly to make Chris- 
tians out of them. By Christian I mean all the 
decent qualities of character that are compre- 
hended by the Beatitudes and the other gentle- 
nesses of the Sermon on the Mount. 

My organization will be closed only to those 
Gentiles who are Christian already; since their 
hearts are bright with the feeling of brotherhood 
and their minds healthy with the clean vigor of 
truth, they don’t need to be protected from them- 
selves. 

However, I feel the Association to Protect Gen- 
tiles from Themselves should enlist the services 
of some notable Christians who shall be mission- 
aries to infected Gentiles. I am thinking of such 
Christians as Dr. John Haynes Holes, Dr. Everett 
Clinchy and Christian men from all the demon- 
inations. 

I purpose to give very member individual pro- 
tective treatment. First, he shall be taught to 
know what awful diseases hate and malice are 
in the heart, what a hideous sore falsehood is on 
the mind. He shall learn that possessed of these 
diseases he is a dangerous character who may 
infect the social body and cause it to suffer a 
rotting deterioration. 

Having been made aware of what’s ailing him 
(to know himself is a man’s first step toward 
wisdom) he will instructed on the ways of a 
Christian gentleman. A Christian gentleman 
doesn’t have to love everybody but he is dis- 
criminating in his dislikes. He doesn’t despise a 
whole group of ‘persons because of their race or 
complexion or religious faith, never wraps all of 
them in one bundle of his contempt. 

He knows there is no group that’s all bad or 
all good, that the brotherhood must remain only 
a bright dream of men of good will as long as it 
is the indecent practice to lump all men of any 
group together in one scale of prejudice. 

At the successful conclusion of his course the 
converted Gentile shall receive an illuminated 
certificate: 

“This Is a Christian Gentleman!” 

By exposing himself to light he has rid him- 
self of cankering lessions of hate and malice that 
infected his heart and of the maggots of false- 
hood which held his mind in hostage. He has 
permitted himself to be made free by truth. He 
has become a man whom the brotherhood may 
safely trust to march along without fear of con- 
tamination.

who, we are told, had saved the 
King from assassination by the 
conspiracy of the two eunuchs. 
It is the old story. The Jew 
saves the King’s life but at the 
same time, the Jew is not a 
patriot. 

What is the quality in Mor- 
decai that offends Haman?
